Tux-Marylebone Cricket Club have met, and decided on the disputed question 
ot Law X. We have no desire to find fault with the opinions of on” law- 
makers, whom we hold in reapectfal deference, neither is it our wish to make 
it appear that ent have not the benefit of the cricketing public at hoart, but 
we do think that if they knew the true state of fealing on this matter they 
would find that they have adopted a resolution altogether at variance with the 
requirements of the great majority of cricketers. We were well aware of the 
fact that it was not of the least use bringing forward oa half-way resolution 
compromiging. the matter at issue, and so expressed ourselves in a previous 
article, bul we believe that hada straightforward and legitimate motion been 
made to abdlish the restriction altogether it would have been carried ; and, 
instead of the Marylebone Club getting the opprobrium of cricketers generally, 
they would have been heartily thanked for their exertions. 

Scarcely a day has pessed during the last ten weeks of the present season in 
which we have not hesn engaged In the cricket field, and we have paid par 
ticular ettention to the opinions of the men we have met there on this aubject, 
and woare glad to say that our views are fully coincided in, Had the public 
Yoice heen against us we should, on secodn thought, perhaps, have been con- 
vinced that we were in error, and should have had no hesitation In changing 
our opinions; but, when we find it all in our favour, we are led to think that it 
is not ourselves who are in error, but the M.O.0. themselves. That some altera~ 
tion will have to be made we sre fully persuaded, and it would have been 
better to have done it at once, 80 aw to have avoided all future dispute; as it 
is, however, wo should advise oricketers to conform to the rule, and wait 
Pationtly for a change.
